Thero has not been a good acceptance obtained for this race, for, 
apparently, a partiality has been shown towards particular stables ;

Only sixty-five stand for this season’s 
Cesarewitch event, and that the lot which accepted are of an exceed- 
ingly moderate stamp is plainly evinced by Dr, Syntax being the 
premier acceptor, and the weights having to be raised from 8st 7lbs 
to Sst 12ibs. There is not a single 6-yr-old animal left in, and

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From these the greatest danger is to be apprehended, as Joh® 
Davis, Privateer, Breeze, Solon, the Calista colt, The Clown, Ala- 
bama, Fidélité, Helen, and Nuneaton, have each a taking appear- 
ance. Union Jack cannot get the length, or Paris either ; and we 
are led to believe that Merry Wife will be more at home in the 
Cambridgeshire. Had not John Davis incurred a 7/b penalty, which 
is included in the above, by winning the Great Yorkshire Handicap 
last week, he would have had a particularly bold look, and even 
now, if he can only stay, he will take a lot of “ atalling off” should 
Danebury depute him to represent their interests. It must be re- 
membered, though, that he failed to get home in the Northampton- 
shire Stakes during the spring, After having been backed for a 
tremendous lot of money ; and perhaps he lacks endurance after all, 
which may induce the stable to try with something else, as they have 
no less than five othersin, We have a great penchant for Privateer, 
who was a neck only from Cambuscan when Ely beat the latter for 
the Goodwood Cup ; and General Peel, Union Jack, Breeze, Holly- 
fox, Todleben, and Eltham were behind the three. We are convinced 
he will beat all the top weights in the handicap, and shall be quite 
disappointed if he does not get a place. Breeze is an improving 
mare, but she was fairly ‘ bested” by Privateer on the ducal swards, 
and will succumb to him again, -Solon has been reserved for some- 
thing, and is now in at a nice weight, Through Leprochaun’s 
running in the Chester Cup they ought to have got a good line 
for him, and if the money is put down it will be worth while 
to follow suit, if only for hedging purposes, The Calista colt 
might be better than Breeze, but we doubt it; he was one 
of the earliest animals that received support for this race, and 
the Admiral has evidently not forgotten those investments, for the 
colt has more weight up than we fancy he ought to have. The Clown 
is a doubtful stayer ; yet it would be folly entirely to set our face 
against Mr. Barber’s selection, and this colt may be the one on the 
day, Alabama was not quite ripe at Goodwood, and we euspect 
very strongly that he ‘‘ did a shunt” at Warwick. He is a nice 
little horse, and has got a good race or two in him, yet it is hard to 
say if the Cesarewitch is his journey, or whether they intend to try 
with the Scheldt instead, Still we must always keep Alabama on 
the right side, and he must, therefore, be included in any lot the 
reader selects against the field. Fidelite is sure to stay every inch 
of the ground, and will be the hope of the Frenchmen, having per- 
formed very respectably on the Continent, and is lenigntly treated, 
Helen ia in the Barber interest, and as we have seen her get the 
length, and show fair form, perhaps ‘* Master Jemmy” will trust 
her in preference to The Clown and Lady Bohun, who have to con- 
cede her 111b and 5lb respectively, To our thinking, Nuneaton is 
the blot of the handicap. How he got in under 7st is more than we 
can make out; and if he only runs up to his Worcester form of last 
season, and to the private spin with Sandal and Christmas Carol in 
the spring he is bound to get a situation, if not actually win.

PRESENTATION AND ERECTION OF A GYMNASIUM IN 
THE LOCKE PARK, BARNSLEY, 

An extensive gymnasium was dedicated to the public of Barnsley, on 
Monday last, in the presonee of several thousand persons. The ex- 
pense of the gymnasium has been paid by the committee of the Barns- 
ley Penny Readings Society, the funds of which have been realised by 
a series of readings given by Barnsley amateurs in the last winter 
season, Application for permission to erect the gymnasium, was mado 
ashort time ago to the Lege Local Board of Health, who are 
trustees of the park, and granted by them. Tho site occupied by the 
gymuasiom is too yds square, and situated on the east side of the park, 
whore it affords healthful sport and recreation to the artizans of the 
groat mining and manufacturing districtof Barnsley. If also commands 
a view of the country for many miles around.

TRANGEMOUTH.—REGATTA AND SOOTTISH GAMES. 

The second annual celebration of these sports took place at Grange- 
mouth on Friday, and the port for the day was the sceno of the greatest 
national demonstration which has been witnessed in Scotland this 
your. The regatta was vastly improved, both in point of prizes and 
competitors, from that of last year, and some splendid races took place 
between crews from Loch Lomond, Glasgow, Stirling, and other places 
on the Forth, the Loch Lomond boat carrying off the lion’s share of 
honour. In the park, which was again kindly granted for the occa- 
sion by Mr. J. Thomaon, of Carroniflata, the scene was brilliant in the 
extreme, From ten in the morning till well on in the afternoon dense 
crowds continued to pour down the banks of the river. Upwards of 
12,000 persons, it is computed, were on the ground, including all the 
elite for miles around, and the grand stand presented a brilliant scene. 
‘he games commenced at 1 p.m., and the liberal programme issued 
by the committeo had the effect of bringing out almost every athlete 
of any note in Scotland to compete for the prizes. Russell, of 
Orofthead, won the vaulting and running high leap; Donald 
Dinnie, the Deeside champion, the tossing of the pole; 
while Robert M'Sinstray, of Maybole, ran away with the milo 
prize from «& dozen opponents, The chief feature of the day, 
however, was the 300 yds handicap, for which thirteen of the best; 
sprint runners in the kingdom came forward, ‘The race was run off in 
heats, and the concluding one, which was between ‘I’, Gibbons, D. 
Shannon, and , M'instray, was, owing to the celebrity of the men 
watched with more than the usual interest. When the pistol was tired,, 
Shannon, who was the favourite, jumped off with the lead, and carried 
onthe running at a tremendous pace, closely followed by Gibbous and 
M'Kinstray, till within twenty yards of the post, when he stumbled a 
little, and Gibbons, watching the opportunity, came with a rush in- 
side, and, by a deaperate effort, just landed himself in front of Shannon 
by a bare yard, M'Kinstray being about three yards in the rear, The 
sports terminated with a donkey race, but out of four animals entered 
ouly one completed the requisite distance. Of the other three, one 
liy down, rolled over, and brayed; anothor belted into the middle of 
the course, aud threw his rider; while the fourth went once round, 
and then darted out at the door through which hoe had entered.

DEATH OF THE EARL OF STRATHMORE. 

The Jockey Club has lost one of its members in Lord Strathmore, 
who died at his seat, Glamis Oastle, in Forfarshire, on the St. Leger 
Day. He was bornin the September of 1822, and left the 1st Life 
Guards when he succeeded his grandfather os twelfth earl in the 
summer of 46. Four years sfter he married the eldest daughter of 
Viscount aud Viscountess Barrington, and it was said at the time that 
a handsomer couple seldom left a church, In rather more than four 

ears her ladyship died in the course of a fore'gn tour, and left no 

issue, His lordship was « keen lover of field sports in every shapo. At 
one time ho played and dwelt in tents with the I Zingaria. Few 
Meltonians rode more boldly, and loved more to “have the Smits” 
even at flood time. Still “the flag line” was his greatest delight, and 
it was said that he gave 1,100 guineas for St, Leger, with whom he 
won a grand steeplechase in France, Red Lancer was another good 
horse, but it isin connection with The Switcher that he is beat re- 
member; and he elected to be painted on him in the great picture of 
“Steeplechasa Cracks Charging a Wall,” for which he gave a com- 
mission to Mr. Herring, sen. Tho “chesnut and bay's” leisurely 
style of leaping is hit off there to a nicety, and his lordship must have 
had many a wet shirt ridiog him, and, armed with a dog-whip 
and “going at him” from end to end, he flogged him through first, 
both at Newport Pagnell and Worcester. Latierly “the buffand blue 
and Mra. Crewe,” stripes ceased to bo seen across country, and never 
gained any permanent distinction on the ‘Turf. Philosopher was one 
of his smart runners, but be made his best hit by the purchase of 
Monravieff, and won some £2,717 with him inthe season of 1860, 
Racing indirectly caused hisdeath, as the style in which his Sac- 
charometer won the Newmarket Plate, as well as the July and 
Chesterfield Stakes in 1862, made him feel too sure that the Derby 
must follow. It was not to be, as the black could only manage a s6- 
cond to Macaroni for the Two Thonsand, and he was knocked out 
altogether by a collision at Epsom. ‘I'nia was a blow his lordship never 
got over, either finaucially or physically, and all Scotland was soon 
talking of the amount of wood which had been cut down at Glamis 
Castle to mevt his Derby losses, ‘Che paralysis which his friends had 
dreaded ever since they saw him piling tho money on all the winter, 
with an ardour which almost rose to frenzy, geaduully set in. A visit 
to Spain failed to restore him, and he aihdter his name from tho dist 
of representative peers of Scotiand, and died rather unexpectedly at 
last, Ho is succeeded in his estates by his brother, the Hpdanrabte 
Olaude Bowes Lyon, who Wag onow in the 2nd Life Guards, and has a 
family of five sons.

The Frenchman, with his gay, frivolous natare, has a passion for the 
theatre, the opera, or the bull, Give the Gorman his pipe and his beer, 
and you satisfy the philosophic mind of the countryman of Kant and 
Hegel. Ask either the Frenchman or the German to trudge through 
the stubble with you on a broiling day in September, with the thermo- 


meter uf 80°, for the express end and purpose of 
slaughtering certain smail birds, which are aftor- 
wards to be cooked and eaten with & certain com- 
pound called “bread-sauce, he would shrug his 
shoulders and declare that’ none but a madman 
could waste his time wpon so foolish an amusement, 
And go it is with all oar genuine British sports. 
The tropical heat of Oaleutta is not too great to 
prevent Anglo-Indiays from forming amongst 
themselves & cricket club; but a Frenchman is so 
constituted as to be absolutely unable to compre-~ 
hend the interest which twenty-two rational beings 
can find in pea ve or running after a round piece of 
leather, at the risk of # sunsfroke or a black eyo. 
And we wero told the other day, that when an 
English eleven was tempted to visit Hombourg, 
whilst nothing could exceed the hospitality ith 
which they were received, yet the German mind 
was 80 é6vidently unable to master the niceties of 
the thoroughly Mnaglish game of cricket, that it was 
considered quite sufficient to provide one * wicket” 
for four matches. The Kngtish man’s love of sport, 
indeed, sometimes leads him- into strange absurdi- 
ties. He has a perverse way of thinking that sport 
can never be out of place;'and we remember to 
have heard of one of our countrymen, who, upon 
being asked whether, during his stay at Rome, he 
had visited one of the most famous of its picture 
galleries, replied that he had never been able to 
find time to do so, as a puck of hounds in the 
neighbourhood met on the only day in the week 
when the pictures in question were visible. 

Bat if alove of sport in general appears to us 
to be essentially a peculiarity of the Briton, par- 
tridge-shooting in particular is perhaps of all forms 
of sport the most British. Lts Sel oul of course 
is in great measure due to the readiness with which 
it can be obtained by sportsmen of: all classes. 
Hunting is accessible only to good incomes, unless 
one happens to be a farmer; and a salmon river in 
Norway, a moor in Scotland, or a pheasant pre- 
eerve, are luxuries to be purchased only by those 
who have at once both time and money at their 
disposal, Vartridge shooting, on the other hand, 
has been called the sport of the middle classes, 
lt is true, indeed, that the Duke of Omnium and 
Sir Simon Nugget can command their manors in 
Norfolk, and their staff of keepers, and be gratilied, 
as the result of the expenditure which all this 
machinery involves, by slaughtering such a heca— 
tomb of birds, as dwarfs into insignificance the 
amall but well-earned bag of Neighbour Hodge, 
who thinks he has done a good day's work if he has 
brought home his seven or eight brace. But,after all, 
this is but a question of degree, and we doubt 
whether Hodge has not the greater pleasure of the 
two. He atany rate has the satisfaction of knowing 
that he owes to his own individual exertions all the 
hard won resulis, As ® consequence of this accessi- 
bility of partridge shooting to all sportsmen, it fol- 
lows that few sports are more calculated to encou- 
rage reasonable social intercourse hetween the 
various degrees of society. Take, for instanco, 
the case of the clergy; as regards thom, partridge 
shooting appears to us to occupy that “ debateable 
land” which lies between the defined. limita of 
“clerical” and “ seoular” amusements. © Many a

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LEIGH (LANCASHIRE) POULTRY EXHIBITION, 

Tt gives us great pleasure to record the entire success of the Poultry 
Show held this year at Leigh, as on the last two an nual occasions, the 
meetings held under the gaidanes of this, Committee were accom- 
panied by weather so wet and nupropitious, that such repeated dis- 
comfitures would havo entirely damped the ardour of most societies of 
a like NENT 5 hot #o, however, nt Leigh, bad weather seemed only to 
redouble the efforts of the inanarers to BECUTE BUCCERS, and we rejoice 
to state that the meeting of last week’ has fully pratifled the most 
ardent well-wisher amoug them, Former meetings Laye been held 
under a tent, provided expressly for the accommodation of both visitors 
and poultry, and of course resulted in thronging, more or less severe; 
but on the present occasion the tent was altogether dispensed with, 
and an awning of woodwork was thrown over both the publio and 
poultry, giving perfect security from wet. Cho pens too were spacious 
and convenient, and the poultry ag assiduously attended to as the most 
anxious owner could desire, The change of ground also naw mado 
for holding this show is obviously a step in the right direction, showing 
& vat improvement, Which will be continued at the future mootings of 
this Society, Everything augurs well for coming shows, and doubtless 
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the Leigh Poultry Exhibitions wilhrank highly among those of com- 
ing years in Lancashire, In short, the Committee have proved thew- 
selves well worthy, of public support, aud we are glad they have. so 
well succeeded. ‘he Show was opened io all England, the competition, 
however, except in two or three instances, being restricted to birds of 
the present year, i 

The classes of young Game fowls were really good, and the competi- 
tion exceeded expectation; still Mr. John Hallsall, of Ince, near 
Wigan, managed to monopolise quite a heavy sweep of preminas. 
This gentleman’s oirds‘ were showa in perfect condition, and ‘of 
hatches so early as to ensure success among specimens so much 
younger. The show of Spanish fowls was excellent, and Mr, Cook, of 
Chowbent, exhibited birds very hard to beat at any meeting. With the 
exception fof the prize birds, the .Cochins were not praiseworthy, 
though Brahmas were both numerous and excellent. We cannot 
speak so highly of the Dorking classes as we anticipated, but asthe 
specimens exhibited were very young no doubt they will yet improve 
considerably, In Hamburghs the Leigh Show was particularly good, aud 
the Poland class was equal to any seen for years past. ‘he Single Gamo 
cocks, the cockerels, and again, the Single Game pallet classes were 
not so fine a feature of the Exhibition as they would have beenia 
month hence, after the birds had done moulting, ‘still some very: ox- 
esllent specimens were shown, The Ducks, Geese, and Turkeys were 
exceedingly good aud well shown, nor. wera. these really naefal 
varietiés crushed into a corner, as is too frequently the case, as though

am inclined to believe that the “ Musical Lover” was not in the room 
at all, but that what little knowledge of the affair he has he gained 
from some find-fault, inattentive friend. 

I mean to uy. that the singing of Miss Susan Galton and Signor 
Garcia was well worth the 5a. charged for admission, and that if “A 
Lover of Good Music” begrudges that sum, by all means let him stay 
away, and I for one will not complain at the absence of such a 
grumbler. 

As for the smallness of the garden represented, I am exceedingly 
sorry that I cannot have the Corn Exchange made larger in order that 
“A Lover's” eye—or rather his friond’s—may not again be offended, 

That “A Lover of Good Music” may in some slight degree profit 
by these remarks—that hoe may not stay among the hop-pickers until 
he is quite a misanthrope—that before he finds fault with a performance 
again he will attend it in propria persona, and that he will make allow-

MODERN COMEDY. 
(To the Editor of the ‘ Illustrated Sporting News.) 


BSir,—English comedy in powdered wigs, white silk stockings, and 
buckled shoes was regarded as a respectable institution. English 
comedy as manufactured by the dramatists of the past ceutury und the 
earlier portion of the present was a something that a playgoer could 
evjoy. It was wit sud humour of the choicest kind, and afforded actors 
the opportunity of making high reputations, ‘This style of things weut 
out with Sheridan Kuowles, and I want youtoletme describe what we 
have in its place, but you will plesee understand that I am fully 
sensible my remarks do not ap ' in every instance, Thero are a 
few pieces recently written which cannot be classed with our modern 
comedies, for they are made of the genuine metal which places them 
in the currency of a by-gone day; they must in fact be bouud up with 
Knowles'’s last contribution to the literature of the stage, Modern 
comedy, sir, means only one of two things—sickly sentimentality or 
vulgar farce, and both aro dorived from the French, I look through 
the list of comedies by dramatists now before the public, and I fail to 
find anything which does not come under one or other of the above 
headings. Our modern caterers for the stago have entirely lost sight 
of the meaning of the word comedy. hey have turned away from 
English models and have adopted the French, There is nothing dove 
without a reason, and I can give you a most palpable reason why this 
courso is pursued. The spread of education and its cheapness has 
brought into the literary mart a class of writer who has done his 
course of study at some modern “academy,” at the usual break-neck 
pace, The system of our modern private schools is to administer 
to the student homeopathic doses of avery branch of study, A 
boy sent to @ private school to complete his education is the son of 
persons who are notin a position to pay for collegiate training, He is 
sent to school to learn all ho can in the shortest possible space of time, 
and at an age when the real course of study of a man destined for a 
high walk 1 life is about to commence, ho is dragged from his books 
and told to commence the world for himself, ‘The position of the 
boy’s father would lead him to approntice his son to some respectable 
trade or place him behind a merchant's or lawyer's desk; but the edu- 
cation of the boy is a bar to this arrangement. His superficial acquire- 
ments have given lim a taste for other thingg, and, like Rob Roy, he will 
very 800n express his contempt for “ weavers, spinners, and all such 
mechanical pergonages,” and ten to one but he does of three things— 
enter the navy, tuke to the stage, or turn his attention to literature— 
to tho literature of the stage, for it is the least laborious and 
requires less ability than any other branch. Everyone knows French 
now-a-days, and the young aspirant for fame sees how to attain his end 
by turning his knowledge to account in the interests (save the mark) 
of tho British Drama. Asa matter of course I donot assert that all 
the gentlemen who supply the theatres with pieces come into the olass 
I have described ; but I am bound te believe that many of them must 
fall into the ranks, The press absorbs a groat numbor—the almost 
mechanical duties of a reporter being well adapted to them—but I am 
assured that the rank and file of modorn dramatists is largely recruited 
from the stock, for modern play manufacture is scarcely less mochani- 
oal than modern reporting or, by way of illustration, I will say—brick- 
laying. Tho French dramatic mart is open to everyone: it is con~ 
stantly supplied with a varied stock, and an agent in Paris will 
transmit to London every novelty as it appears, Here then is the 
stock and trade of the modern dramatist. ‘There is no creative 
power required, no taste, no command of language: the Parisian 
author supplies all that, and our English play-monger has but to sit 
down and cudgel his brains for that smattering of French which 
was beaten into his head by “the resident Parisian master” of his 
academy. Now, sir, the taste of Englishmen and that of Parisians 
widely differ. ‘I'he Fronch are described as ‘‘ volatile,” and this word 
means something more than its English substitute conveys, It 
means & something xerr like elegant immorality, and that, I contend, 
has no right to be exhibited on the English stage. ‘Cho moral short- 
comings of married people is a never failing source of material for 
the Freuch dramatist, and our Englivh adapters take hig stock in trade 
au they find it, file off the rough corners at his dialogue, and serve it 
up to playgoers as new and original English comedy, It is time this 
sort of thing ceased, and since you, sir, have made your paper the 
independent organ of the drama, [ call upon you to use your pen in the 
good cause and help to rid our atage of these comedy-makers, who 
for such a length of time havo stuck to itas barnacles stick to a ship's 
bottom. We want swooping reforms in every branch of dramatic 
literature; but in no instance so much as in modern comedy,

DEATH OF MR, WESTLEY RICHARDS. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. Westley Richards, head of 
the well-known firm of Westley Richards and Co., of Birmingham and 
London, which took placa on Thursday, Sept. 14, alter a long illness, 
at his residence at Edgbaston, in his 76th year. Deceased was tho 
second gon of the late Theophilus Richards, a merchant and silversmith 
of Birmingham, and after being engaged for some tinie with his father 
in the trade of a silversmith, he, in 1812, commenced business as a gun- 
maker, In connection with this branch of manufacture Mr. Richards 
was a main of special note, as being amongst the oldest and most skil- 
ful members of the trade. ia experience of gun making, extending 
over more than half a century, embraces an infinite number of changes 
and improvements both in military and sporting guns, ‘lo these Mr. 
Richards greatly contributed, not only by adopting the inventions of 
others but by adding improvements of hisown. It may be noted that 
he was the first person in Birmingham to take out a licence to use Mor- 
syth’s copper cap, which superseded the old flint gun, and he lived to 
seo even this notable invention displaced by the self-igaiting ammuni- 
tion of breech-loading guns. With the last-named class of weapon the 
namo of Mr, Nichards is closely associated; and, indeed, throughout 
Wogland no name is better known in connection with the gun trade 
genorally than that of Westley Richards—tho mark of his firm being a 
g#uarantoe for high quality, trustworthiness, and excellence of work- 


manship. His two sons, Mr. Westley Richards and Captaia Charles

OO 
TRON FILINGS AS A MANURE FOR ROSES AND STRAW- 
: BERRIES. 


A short time ago | was informed by a lady that a friend had told 
her that he had found the application of iron filings, as a manure, 
highly benelicial to Roses. Since then, in pernsing the valuable work 
of Mr. William Paul on * The Roge Garden,” I was struck by the fol- 
lowing remarks :—" I have long thought that the iron which shouads 
in the soil of one of the nurseries hereis an ingredient of importance 
in the culture of Roses. IT would not say that it is indispensable, but 
honeficial; and am almost confident that it heightens the colour of tho 
flowers. When the soil in this nursery is hoed or forked, the rapid 
increase of growth of vegetation is startling beyond measure, ‘This 
practice is known to promote growth in all soils; but the extent to 
which it does so here is, I think, due to the oxygen of the air changing 
the iron contained in the soil from a substance pernicious to vegetable 
life, into one favourable to its development. 

Turaing to the catalogue of fruits published by Mr. Thomas 


| Rivers, I obsorve that he says that ‘' Tho British Queen Strawberry 


flourishes in soils in which iron abounds. Sussex is the paradise of 
our gneen of strawberries.” [ know not whether the soil of Mexsrs. 
Wood's nursery, st Maresfeld, in Sussex, abounds in iron, but pro- 
bably it does, and hence, perhaps, tho fine growth of the roses. 

Assuming that-iron is beneticial to roses and to the British Queen 
Strawberry, if motto other varieties, if becomes a question whether 
iron filings may not be advantageously used either by mixing them 
with animal manure, dug into the soil, or by top-dressing. As the 
season for manuring roses is rapidly approaching, it seems to be 
desirable that more light should, if possible, be thrown upon the 
mutter, 

1 huve seattered iron filings on the surface of two rows of British 
Queen Strawberry runners, planted in July, twice during rains, and 
had the soil surface-hoed continually, and J intend to make the same 
‘experiment upon & fow roses in the extsuing autumn, incorporating the 
filings with the soil, instead of strewing them on the suarface.—

(and many of them, to my certain knowledge, haya suffered severely 
from its ravages among thoir stock sevoral timos), they have notheen able 
to keep up their supplies without continually investing more and 
more capital—hoping against hope that they might. ultimately tide 
over their difficulties, which at presont seems highly improbable, and 
have now been overwhelmingly increased by a new and (to them) 
comparatively unknown disease, sweeping away their. cows in a 
Wholesale and fearful manner. ; 

When and where the end is to be seems totally boyond human ken, 
and I am not at all surprised that they aro realising the little stock 
they have left from the general wreck to provent further loss in that 

irection. 

I cannot conceive how “ Paterfamilias” can complain evenif be has 
to give sixpence per quart for milk for his children as, no doubt, 
there is more nutriment in it suitable for them than could.be obtained 
by a like outlay on any other article of diet; and. Iam very much 
surprised when I compare it with the price of beer, of which I hear 
no complaint. But what a contrast between the persons who supply 
Usa with the two beverages! ‘The one increasing every: year in a re- 
markable manner, and ending with a good fortune; whereas the cow- 
keepers, as a body, work very hard early and late seven days a waek, 
and [ do not know half a dozen instances, after an, experiatice of 35 
years, of any of them retiring from business (for they generally die in 
their harness) with what would be called a very moderate income, 
although, take them collectively, they area highly respectable portion 
of thecommunity; and I cannot helpsaying think the remarks ‘that. 
have been put forth on the increase in the price of milk under the past 
and present very distressing circumstances are, totally uncalled for.—

Tho New York Clipper has been earnest in its endeavours to bring 
about an international rowing match on a gigantic scale between 
Hamill, the American Champion, and Kelly, Champion of the Thames. 
It is not at all likely that Kelly will cross ‘the Atlantic, and we have 
doubts whethor he will caro about rowing again at home, Be that as 
it may, we place before lim the latest from the Clipper :—~ 

« Our editorial on the late Ohambers and Kelly sculling match has 
met with genoral commenidation, and our efforts to got up an interna- 
tional rowing match between Hamill and Kelly will, no doubt, be 
taken in the same friendly spirit as given, by our transatlantic ¢ on- 
temporaries, The coming year will be just the time to bring about 
such a consummation, for W6 are now at peace with all the world and 
the rest of mankiod, and consequently have more time and inclina- 
tion to encourage and foster poaceful contests, of whatever descrip- 
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tion. Hamill, as will be seen below, has his soul in the good work, and’ 
is eager for tho fray. He is also willing to go over there and pull 
Kelly, if the English Ohampion declines meeting him on American 
waters, but for the sake of showing alittle of that pluck vouchsafed to 
the inhabitants of the “ tight little isle,” we hope and trust. that 
Kelly will do us the honour of coming away f-om homo to test his 
prowess with as honorable and manly a competitor as ever sat in a 
boat. In this way Harry Kelly will have an opportunity to add 
fresh laurels to his brow, for, win or lose, he will have tho oredit of 
being the first Thames Champion to row a similar race in the New 
World, Now that our little Champion has spoken, let us hear from 
Kelly at once. Subjoined is Hamill's letter :— 
ib * Pittsburgh, Sept. 2, 1865.

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SCULLERS’ RACE BETWEEN CAFFYN AND WALLINEER

3 p.m. the men went to their stations, Wallineer having won the toss 
taking the Middlesex side, Baines was in the bow of Oaflin’s 
cutter, and Harry. Kelly showed up Wallineer, for whom Mr. W. 
Hemmens was umpire; Mr, Salter filled the like office for Caffin, 
Tho atart was effected without delay, Wallineer dashing off at a 


terrific rate. In tho first six strokes he drew his boat to the fore 
and rowed as if the race was a mere half-mile spurt, Oaffin, on the 
other hand, immediately settled down into a long, swinging, quiet 
sweep, which completely held his opponent, notwithstanding the most 
desperate attempts to get away. ina huadred yards the men were 
spain level, and their relative styles at once indicated the result, 

vthing could be more striking and effective than the rowing of 
Oaffin wt this point, and nothing more desperate than the efforts of 
Wallineer, Gradually but surely Oatlin drow away, and before 
reaching the point he was a clear length ahead, At this javeture 
pook Wallineer came suddenly to grief. He caught a crab with his 
oft, and for some seconds was obliged to ceasy rowing. He, however, 
took to the work again, and never for an instant betrayed lack of 
pluck. Jt was so clear 4cas of all over that OGullln eased himself and 
rowed on with great nonchalance, but nover foc an instant failing to 
Jessen the gip, which was now getting tremendous, ‘lhe wind had a 
wretched effuct on poor Wallineer, whose catoh of crabs was now 
getting extensive, George Cannon, who was out for a spin, now 
came lovel with him and, without an offort, went away. Meanwhile, 
Cafia kept increasing his Jead, Wallineer next lost hia right 
hand cull, and could not pull himself together for some 
seconds. Crossing over to the Soap Works Oafiln sumewhat decreased 
ihe lead he had held, but never for ® second causing his friends the 
tlightest shadow of adoubt. The eveut had now lost overy iota of 
interest and the Oaliinites betook themselves to chafing the Wallincers, 
The effect was very exhilarating, inasmuch as if was good-humoured 
and devoid of objectionable language.

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CHARLES DICKENS. 
Charles Dickens, one of the most popes novelists of the present day, was 
born at Landport, near Portamouth, onthe 7th of February, 1812, He became a 
reporter, haying gone for that purpose to tne great metropolis, The first paper 
with which he connected himself wasthe True Sun, trom which, however, he soon 
retired, and joined the stat! of the Morning Chronicle. Feeling, doubtiess, 
wherein his powers lay, he wrote a series of papers, entitled “Stretches of English 
Life aud Character,” which appeared in the evoning edition of the Morning 
Chronicle, and which became so papal Gaal they were, in 1936, collected and 
published, with some others which rad appeared in the “Old Monthly Magazine,” 
under the title of * Sketches ot lox.” Encouraged by the decided success of his 
first attempt, our author, at the suggestion of another publisher, commenced in 
the following year the inimitable ‘* Pickwick Papers,” The sale was immense, 
and Charlos Dickens Was an anthorof established fame, While the “ Pickwick 
Papers ” were in course of publication, Mr. Dickeng married the daughter of the 
celebrated musical writer, Mr. George Hogarth, His next sublication, in 
monthly numbers, was, ‘ Nicholas Nickleby—~a work of much bisher proten- 
sions, ina literary point of view, than its predecossors. His next work,” Oliver 
Twist,” was published in“ Bentley's Miscellany,” a monthly magazine of which 
he was, for sometime,editor, In 1840 appeared the first story of @ series which 
were intended, like the ‘Tales ot My Landlord,” to come under one com- 
mon title, and to be united by one leading tale, “Master Humphrey's 
Clock.” It was entitled “The Old Curiosity Shop,” and iy a stran aly beau- 
tiful tale, full of touches of mourntul pathos, and sad, a | misery. 
In the next story, ‘‘ Barnaby Rudge’—which was also included in ‘’ Mastor 
Humphrey's Clock”—Mr. Dickens tried tho historical novel ; but, although 
there are many beautiful picces of description, and g Great deal of humour, it 
did not encourage the author, ab least at that time, to go on with a kind of 
composition which did not so well suit his peeuliar genius. After Barnaby 
Rudge’? was published the author, thinking that a rest would do him no harm, 
took a trip to America, with his wife, and on his return, in 1942, published his 
amusing and clever '‘ American Notes for Genera) Circulation,” which were not 
80 popular as might have been expected. Ia 1843 Martin Chuzzlewit,” one 
of the most amusing of his vovels, was begua, In the Christmas of thin year 
the author wrote the first of those Christuias stories which have always enjoyed 
such weil-merited popularity. In the following year Mr, Dickens Went with his 
family to Italy, where he remained for a yoar, Soon after his return he agrood 
to undertake the editorship of a newspaper of liberal principles, and in January, 
1846, was commenced the Daily News, in which many of his “ Pictures ofe 
italy” appeared. But the work of editor did not suit him, and he soon re 
signed that post, and took to his old occupation again, “ Dealings with the firm 
of Dombey and Son,’ was his next novel. In 1850 appeared’ a novel 
which many consider to be the best of Mr. Dickons’y works, "Tho Personal 
History of David Copperfield,” a very batural and delightfal story, containing 
the struggles of alad beginning lite, many of which wero, doubtless, writtea 
from personal experience, In the same year he begaa the well-known “ Houses 
hold Words,"~-a journal which, wader his editorship, soon became yery popular. 
The management of this periodical, hawover, did not binder him from atrend- 
ing to his other literary works, nnd ‘* Bleak House” and “ Little Dorrit” ra- 
vldly succeeded each other, ‘The latter of these is bitterly satirical against 
the wbuses of Government, About the same time as these were published, 
separately, A Child'a History of Bogland,”’ and “ Ward Times,” both of 
which had been originally writicn in ** Household Words." ‘Lhis magazine 
was continued til 1857, and contains many interesting aad pleasing articles by 
the editor, of which, however, there is, we believe, no collection, Iq March, 
1857, he commenced a new magazine, with his first publishers, Messrs, Chap- 
man and Hall, entitled All the Year Round,” in place of “ Household 
Words,” which was the joint property of Mesurs, Bradbury and Evans—from 
whom he separatedana himself. In this new periodical he wrote “A Tale 
of Two Cities,” which was 4 second aud successful attempt at historical 
romance. since that time the author has beon constantly engaged in literary 
work of all kinds, snd has risen to eminence a3 an orator aod an actor, as 
well ay in the capacity of a novelist, As au orator he is well known ag 
strongly in tayour of reform of all kinds; as an amateur actor be has attained 
an extensive celebrity in #ngland. He is the author of an opera, and his 
whole works evince & very thorough knowledge of stage atlairs, and of dra- 
matio effect and colouring. The tirst occasion on which he acted in public 
was at the St, James's Theatre, in 1846, when the '' Elder Brother” was por- 
formed by an amateur company of distinguished literary men, on behalf of 
Miss Kelly. Sincethenhe has appeared on the stage, not only in London, but 
in many of the provincial towns of England, for purposes of charity or 
literature. In addition to his fame in ali these departments of literature, Mr, 
Dickens has also acquired great celobrity as @ lecturer, and more particularly 
as & roader of his owa works, Those who have heard him in this capacity—in 
Scotland as well as Jn England—can bear witness to the inimitable manner in 
which he entertains his andionces, Tha humour—the pathos—are brought out 
with a power and meaning poculiar to himself ; and this natural, foe who can 
eutor into the spirit ofa work ag the author of ithimselt?
